' thing remotely resembling an adequate profit. Many 

mines have closed. There is serious unemployment 

in some major areas. 

This would bo a bod matter even if we could do 
•without coal . - if other sources of energy were capable 
of replacing it. But that isn't the case. Coal is 
vital to steel and electric power production. In one 
■way or another, coal enters into the manufacture of 
every weapon of war - - and in thousands of things 
we use in our daily peacetime lives. It is also essen- 
tial to the newest of ail great developments - - atomic 
I energy. All • seem agreed that twenty years or so 
from now our coal needs will be twice as great as at 
-present. 

But the coal operators and coal miners can't. mark 
time for a quarter-century. If coal Is to be capable 
of meeting that future demand In an efficient and 
economical manner, it must continue to improve its 
facilities and techniques. It must maintain a large, 
highly skilled, wellnpaid labor force. It must earn 
a reasonable profit on its investment That's why 
government officials, as well as coal's own experts, 
are working so intensively on the industry's critical 
problems now,

SALT IS NEEDED 

A number of members of Congress, Senator Cor- 



don of Oregon among them, are under, attack for hav- 
ing voted against an amendment to the tldclands oil 
bill which, allegedly, would have earmarked proceeds ', 
to public education. 

This amendment was of a technical nature- -' 
which In itself made misrepresentation easy. After, 
a thorough study, Senator Cordon said that nowhere 
in it "are there any standards, any, directions,' any pro-; 
visions of any kind or character by which one red 
cent could ever get. out of the federal treasury and go 
to the benefit of anyone for any kind of education." 
The Senator who had proposed the amendment had to 
admit the truth of this charge, Senator Cordon' then 
championed another amendment specifically allocat- 
ing money for schools on a per capita 'basis. He also 
authorized legislation confirming federal ownership 
of lands beyond the three-mile limit, "knowri as the 
continental shelf. It is estimated that this shelf' con- 
tains 80 percent of the mineral, oil and marine' wealth 
of all offshore submerged lands. 

The point Is that political claims and attacks 
should be taken with many grains of salt - - and care- 
fully analyzed for accuracy, or the lack of it.
